the head “South Car- 
olina Cotton Rejected by Home 
Mills,” the Columbia Ss. C., 
“State,” carries the following 
article which seems to sound 
the keynote of the cotton sit- 
nation there. Ror years, in 
fact since cotton has been 
known in these United States 
Columbia has been the center 
of the cotton: industry. Even 
though the fréeing of the 
slaves was a hard blow to the 
industry it managed to. re- 
cover and to hold its own. A 
better grade of cotton grown 
in the west and = southwest, 
seems to have hit the old 
south a hard blow however, 
as the following article at- 
tests: 

“Two developments yester- 
day tended to impress upon 
South Carolinians that profit- 
-able continuance of cotton 
growing in the southeast de- 
pends on immediate intelligent 
attention to meeting the for- 
midable competition from ex- 
tensive areas lately diverted 
to cotton productiom in the 
West: 

“1. Governor MeLeod_ in a 
special message to the gen- 
eral assembly invited the leg- 
islators to consider at ‘once 
and carefully the findings dis- 
closed by a recent investiga- 
tion through the extension ser- 
vice and recommendations 
made in consequence of those 
findings. 

“2. Inquiries addressed to cot- 
ton manufacturers in South 
Carolina revealed that rela- 
tively few of their mills were 
using cotton grown in_ this 
state; that the domestic pro- 
duct was unsuited to their re- 
quirements because too short 
in staple, weak in_ tensile 
strength, lacking in character, 
soft and ununiform: that So. 
Carolina cotton had deteriorat- 


ed in quality in recent sea- 
sons and ,that they generally 
perferred now the longer, 


stronger and otherwise better 
Western cotton. 

“T am directing this mes- 
sage to you as representatives 
of the people,” said the gov- 
ernor's message, “in order that 
out of your counsel may come 
somo suggestive remedy, and 
with the further purpose of 
giving all publicity possible to 
this report, in order that the 
additional work necessary to 
the attainment of the remedies 
may be had.”

Whatever your cooking equip- | 
ment, you must decide which is 
easier for you—a roast or a baked 
meat requiring long cooking or a} 
steak or chops requiring shorter 
cooking but more attention. It is 
an advantage to have the meat and 
vegetables combined in a casserole. 
If the vegetables are prepared the 
day before it takes only a short 
time to prepare the casserole right 
after breakfast. It will require no 
further attention until dinner time. 


Braised Beef 


I have a very good recipe for 
Braised Beef which requires about 
four hours baking. The vegetables 
may be cooked with the beef so 
that the main part of your dinner 
is ready when the meat is done. 
This is the way we prepare Braised 
Beef in our kitchen:

; Oven Dinners 

Another good suggestion for an 
oven dinner, is to bake a slice of 
ham with raw sliced potatoes over 
the top. Pour milk over the ham 
and potatoes and bake in a slow 
oven as you would escalloped po- 
Spinach goes well for an 


'extra vegetable. 


A roast is as convenient as any 
| other meat and if the potatoes are 


| browned in the roaster you have 


only the gravy to make the last 
few minutes before serving. String 
beans may be heated with putter 
in the oven during the last few 
minutes of your dinner preparation 
or you may serve carrots cooked 
the day before. 


Meat loaf is always good. It may 
be prepared the day before or put 
on tg bake early, or it may be 
baked on Saturday and reheated 
for Sunday dinner. With the meat 
loaf, baked potatoes are convenient 
and perhaps another baked vege- 
table such as baked squash or corn. 
Or you might serve buttered or 
sour beets with this dinner.’ The 
beets may be reheated in the double 
boiler the last few minutes before 
serving. 


One of the most convenient quick 
meats is meat balls cooked in to- 
mato sauce... Buy round stéak and 
have it ground, or if you like, buy 


‘the regular hamburg which is al- 


ready ground. Shape the balls and 
sear them in hot fat. After théy 
are well browned and partly 
cooked, pour over a can of tomato 
soup. and let simmer slowly until 
done. Since the tomato soup does 
not require thickening and is al- 
ready seasoned, it saves the time 
necessary to make a sauce or gravy. 
With. the meat balls you. could 
serve rice or macaroni and perhaps 
a hot slaw or a’ simple cabbage 
salad.
